Havin''  but  few  pages  left,  I  cvnnot  now  siy  more 
about  Dorrance  or  Old  Irorwide.  The  reader  will  al¬ 
low  me  in  tliia  concludmg  chapter  to  tell  him  a  short 
story  with  the  scene  in  another  part  of  the  world. 

Home  years  since,  in  the  prosecution  of  a  voyage,  1 
happened  to  be  at  the  Isle  of  May,  one  of  the  Cape  de 
Verd  Islands;  and  a  more  desolate  liKjking  spot  is  not 
perhaps  to  be  found  on  the  face  of  the  earth. 

'I’iie  view  from  the  sea  was  dreary  enough,  and  not 
much  improved  by  landing.  Ihe  stranger  might 
wander  for  miles  over  the  bare  face  of  ih-  rock  without 
seem"  a  green  thing,  or  aught  in  the  form  of  earth, 
gave  a  small  portion  of  impalpable  dust.  Neilh*  r  is 
any  aiii nal  to  be  met  with,  except  ii  be  a  few  starvel¬ 
ing  lio"P,  long,  tall,  and  about  as  thick  as  a  pine  plank, 
Bo°llrit  when  viewed  edge-wi^c  they  are  scarce  to  be 
geen  at  all;  there  are  aUo  a  few  rough  coated  donkies 
about  three  feet  in  height.  These  last  you  m  ght 
sometimes  meet  in  strings  following  a  tall  negro  in  In-j 
dian  file,  each  loaded  with  two  panniers  of  salt,  to  be  j 
added  to  the  interminable  heaps  upon  the  rock. 

Or  if  tlie  vi^iter  would  vary  his  ramble,  there  was 
the  wid«*  sandy  beach  before  him  covered  with  tha-e 
bri'k  little  crab.-j  called  fiddlers.  But  this  was  more 
productive  than  beaches  in  general,  since  to  it  the  is 
landers  looked  for  ih-  ir  principal  harvest.  Here  w-as 
tli'-ir  garden,  composed  of  immense  salt  pans,  in  which 
each  family  had  its  separate  patch.  Here  to  might 
be  seen  herds  of  slabsided  goats  seeking  a  living 
among  the  scanty  herbage  which  sprang  up  among  the 
salt  pans. 

A  person  w’ouhl  he  so  n  tired  of  rxours-ons  to  such 
glerile  regions;  and  be  willing  to  change  them  for  the 
croen  dales  among  the  mountains  in  the  interior. 
That  there  were  such,  was  proved  by  the  herds  of  neat 
cattle  driven  down  to  be  shipped  to  the  West  Indies. 
These  mountain  cattle  were  indeed  of  very  small  size, 
but  fat  and  sleek  ;  in  their  beautiful  forms  and  delicate 
limbs  resembling  the  antelope.  Tlie  captain  of  the 
ship  which  was  receiving  them,  told  me  that  the  other 
side  of  the  island  whs  much  more  fertile  ;  and  that  in 
the  thick  cover  there  were  to  be  found  plenty  of  game, 
and  especially  an  abundance  of  Guinea  bens. 


SUSPICIONS  INJURIOUS. 

In  no  case  where  a  child  is  supposed  to  have  done  | 
wrong,  should  parents  act  upon  suspicion.  Rousseau 
is  p*'rf  clly  right  when  h"  advises  tliat  children  should 
never  be  questioned  in  circumstances  where  it  is  for 
their  interest  to  deceive.  A  practical  writer  upon 
education  justly  remarkp,  “  VVe  should  at  least  treat 
children  with  the  same  degree  of  wise  lenity,  which 
the  English  law  extends  to  all  who  have  arrived  to 
years  of  discretion.  No  criminal  is  bound  to  accuse 
himself.  If  any  mischief  has  been  committed,  we 
sliould  never,  when  w’e  are  uncertain  by  whom  it  has 
been  done,  either  directly  accuse  or  betray  ivjurv.tis 
suspicions.  VV’e  should  never  say  to  the  child,  ‘I 
believe  you  have  done  this,’  we  should  say  nothing; 
the  mischief  is  done  we  cannot  repair  it ;  because  a 
looking  glass  is  broken  we  need  not  spoil  a  child  we 
may  put  glasses  out  of  hi.^  reach  in  future.”  “  VV  hen 
young  cliilrlren  first  begin  to  speak,  from  not  having  a 
sufficient  number  of  words  to  express  their  ideas,  or 
from  not  having  annexed  precise  ideas  to  the  words 
they  have  been  taught  to  use,  they  frequently  make 
mistakes,  which  are  attributed  to  the  desire  of  deceiv¬ 
ing.  VVe  should  not  preripitalely  suspect  them  of 
falsehood.  It  is  some  time  b<*fore  they  perfectly  un¬ 
derstand  what  we  mean  by  truth.  Small  deviations 
should  not  be  marked  with  too  much  rigor;  but  when¬ 
ever  a  child  relates  exactly,  any  thing  which  he  has 
seen,  or  heard,  or  felt,  we  should  listen  with  attention, 
and  wc  should  not  show  the  least  doubt  of  his  vera¬ 
city.” 

In  a  multitude  of  cases,  where  parents  or  guardians 
have  acted  under  the  influence  of  principles  at  vari¬ 
ance  with  those  suggested  in  the  foregoing  remarks, 
they  have  not  only  subjt  cled  their  children  to  severe 
trials,  but  they  have  sometimes  plun"ed  daggers  into 
their  own  bosoms.

W'e  soon  came  to  ground  where  there  was 
cover  enough  and  began  to  search  it  for  game;  but 
our  search  was  vain.  'I'he  dog  was  footsore  from  run¬ 
ning  tiver  tlie  rough  rocks  to  which  lie  was  not  ac¬ 
customed,  and  could  not  be  made  to  beat  the  buslie.«. 

1  tried  to  beat  them  myself,  and  after  laboring  for 
hours,  no  Guinea  hen  nor  any  other  hen  had  been  seen 
save  about  the  d-mticil  of  the  old  negro. 

I  began  to  think  my  friend  had  deceived  me  with 
regard  to  the  game,  and  was  atout  to  give  up  in  de¬ 
spair  when  a  call  from  the  guide  drew  me  out  ol 
the  bushes,  “  Wheuh !  flamingo !”  he  exclairneil,  1 
looked,  and  sure  enough  there  were  a  large  flock  of 
these  noble  birds  floating,  or  more  probably  wading 
with  their  long  shanks  in  the  W’atcr.  This  was  grand 
game  indeed ;  one  of  these  would  repay  me  for  all  my 
trouble.  But  alas,  1  had  brought  no  balls,  and  it  was 
almost  certain  they  could  not  be  appraich€‘d  near 
enough  for  small  shot  to  take  effect  However  I  de¬ 
termined  to  try. 

They  looked  beautifully,  resting  their  snowy  feathers 
on  the  surface  of  the  calm  snRwth  bay  ;  but  the  more 
beautifully  they  look'd  the  greater  was  the  desire  to 
destroy  them.

have  been  brought  to  a  saving  knowledge  of  Christ. 

With  these  facts  before  you,  Christian  brethren, 
judge  ye  whether  this  cause  shall  be  abandoned— its 
missionaries  discharged— its  meetings  for  prayer  dis¬ 
continued,  and  the  contributions  which  have  been
